MEMOIR OF REV. WILLIAM ATHERTON. 

Rev. William Atherton was raised in Shelby county, Kentucky. He embraced 
religion in early life, and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. He was a 
soldier in ISlii, and through a great portion of the war was a prisoner among the 
Indians and British, in Canada. Some years since he published a narrative of his 
captivity, to which we refer tho.se who desire a more full account of his earlier life. 
He entered the ministry, and was admitted on trial into the Kentucky Conference, in 
1^24, and traveled one year each on the JelFerson and Franklin Circuits. In 1826 
he was admitted into full connection, and ordained Deacon, and served one vear each 
on the Lebanon and Henry Circuits. In 1628 he was ordained Elder, and spent one 
year in charge of the Danville Circuit, with Rev. T. N. Ralston as his assistant. His 
health failing, in 1829, he was placed on the Superannuated list, in which relation he 
continued six years. In 1835 he was Supernumerary to the Shelby Circuit, and the 
next year he held the same relation to the Shelbyville Station. In 1837 he was again 
Superannuated. ^ In 1839 he was stationed in the Fourth Street Charge, Louisville, 
in conne-tion with T. N. Ralston and H. N. Vandyke. After this he successively 
filled, for one year each, Cynthiana, Frankfort, Taylorsville, and Maxville Charges. 
In 1844 he was again Superannuated, and remained in that relation till his death. 

^ In 1849 he removed from Shelbyville, Kentucky, to Greencastle, Indiana. During 
Lis residence in Indiana he was annually represented in the Kentucky Conference, on 
the official testimony of Ministers of the M. E. Church, among whom he resided, as a 
pious, exemplary, and useful man, though much of the time in great affliction. He 
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was always rather feeble in health, the exposure and hardships of the captivity among 
the Indians having materially impaired his constitution betore he entered the ministry. 
He was an eminently pious man and a useful minister. ^ gRUCE, Chairman.

Hundreds of children within the bounds of our Conference de-

The prospects are encouraging. Let us enter fL® and re- 

new our efforts. We are not insensible to the fact that perfect 
success is to be realized only by procuring the vigorous support 
and hearty co-operation of parents. We feel the want of their 
aid and influence. Can we not secure the attendance of a suf- 
ficient number of Godly men and women to vitalize our Sunday 

School organizations? . n i. 

In many places we labor under embarrassments from the want 
of inteirmmnt, pious teachers, who feel an abiding interest m the 
W'ork. It should he our purpose, because of the paramount im- 
portance of the work, to obtain in all our schools such as will be 
faithful and qualified to instruct the mind and unpress the heart 
with the obligations of the Christian religion. Children should 
he invariably questioned on the lesson read; and, m addition to 
this, we would recommend regular catechetical instruction. 

Every Christian, we think, must feel the importance of having 
the children taught sound principles of ^^rality and religion, so 
as to make the practice of virtue a natural habitude. This can be 
done only by an early and unremitting prosecution of well-directed 
labor. Much more, we are satisfied, flight be done, could we 
awaken the spirit of enterprise. Sunday bchools woiild then be- 
come places of recreation, as well as the means of acquiring 
religioL knowledge. This would fully enlist the children and 

impart to the work a potent influence. i./? 

Observation has taught us that much good results from holdin^, 
religious services specially for the children. ... 

In conclusion, while we suggest the probable good originating 
from Sabbath School Conventions, we recommend to our brethren 
of tho Conference the practice of preaching to the children as

REPORT No. 2 OF THE JOINT BOARD OF STEWARDS. 

rcc^ret that wg arG nndGi* tliG iiGCGSsity of rGiDortinf**, that 
whilst thG allowancGS of tho proachors of this Confoi-GiiOG'^irG no 

Gatci than horotoforo, and wliilst tliG cost of livinc^ is nioro than 
double foriuGr rates, s.^ many of the pastoral charges have failed 
to pay even these insufficient claims. 

We have been deeply impressed with the importance of devis- 
ing some means of evolving a nobler liberality on the part of our 
people, ill the support of the ministers of the altar. 

It may be that both preachers and stewards are responsible for 
the failure of our former “Financial Systems.” Do our preachers 
furnish the stewards of the several charges with our “Financial 
Plan, and assist inexperienced stewards in carrying out this 
plan? Do our Presiding Elders look diligently to this important 
part of their duty ? Are the stewards conscientious, energetic, 
and persevering in the performance of their duties? 

The Board are pained to believe that members of the church 
allow themselves to be influenced, in the support which they give 
to the ministry, by differences of opinion on the issues of the day; 
also, that some of our ministers have pandered to this evil by re- 
ceiving presents from partisan members of the church, or men of 
the world, to the disregard of the principles of justice and broth- 
erly love. » 

We Inive concluded to offer the following Fiscal Plan, to be pub- 
lished in the Minutes of the Conference: 

1. It shall be the duty of each congregation in the several pas- 
toral charges of this Conference to elect, under the oversight of 
the pastor, or some one whom he may appoint, a committee of 
tlu’ee persons, whose duty it shall be to assess upon each member 
liis just proportion of the amount to be raised, as soon as conve- 
nient after such claim is known. 

2. The said committee shall make a report of the assessments 
to the congregation, and shall allow each member to assent to or 
dissent from such assessments; and, after a reconsideration, fhe 
assessment so made shall be final. 

3. If any member shall fail to pay such assessment, it shall be 
the duty of the stewards to proceed to raise such deficit by an 
appeal to those who are more liberal, and report the delinquent 
foi such church action as may be provided for in the Discipline. 

4. If any steward shall fail to make vigorous effort to raise 
such assessments in due time, he shall be deemed unworthv the 
ofiice. 

5. It shall be the duty of each pastor to read, or cause to be 
read, this plan in each congregation, at the first appointment, or 
as soon thereafter as possible.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education present the following report : 

1. By examining the records of the Board of Education and the 
report of the Agent of the Educational Fund, we find that, besides 
what was necessary to pay for the College building and grounds, 
and defray contingent expenses, a little more than $26,900 has been 
collected, of which the sum of $25,900 has been invested, and is 
now bearing interest — leaving a balance on hand of a fraction 
over $1,000. The notes remaining uncollected amount in all to 
about $30,000, of which it is supposed about $25,000 may be col- 
lected. 

The charter of the College has been so modified that a Male 
High School was opened last fall, based upon the proceeds of the 
invested funds, so that those who have scholarships which have 
been paid for, may avail themselves of them in the free tuition of 
their sons. 

The Board, at its session in September, 1863, appointed Eev. 
Thomas J. Dodd, a member of this Conference, to the principal- 
ship of the school; and, by reference to the report of the commit- 
tee appointed to visit the school, we learn that the classes are be- 
ing arranged with reference to a regular college, course. It is 
believed by the committee that the Board of Education will be 
ready to confer degrees by the time that any who have been in 
attendance, or who may hereafter enter the school, will be ready 
to graduate. 

The principal of the school is aided by his brother. These are 
both accomplished scholars, devoted to teaching, and indefatigable 
in their labors; and, if the friends of education will rally to the 
support of the infant school, success, under Divine Providence, 
will attend the noble enterprise, and we shall have a first class 
Male College, under the patronage of our Church, in this State. 

2. Science Hill Female Academy, venerable for its long and 
vigorous life, is still in a high state of prosperity, and shows no 
diminution in sending forth accomplished and pious young ladies 
to bless the world with that elevating and refining influence 
which always attends sanctified learning. 

Mrs. Julia A. Tevis, whose name is identified with the history 
of Protestant education in the grejit West, still presides over this 
school, impressing all who are placed under her care with the 
great excellency and force of her character. 

3. Millersburg Female Collegiate Institute, under the care of 
Eev. Gr. S. Savage, M. D., and lady, continues to receive that pat- 
ronage its well-earned reputation deserves. The committee of 
examination for the past year repeat the testimony of their pre- 
decessors, that for thoroughness of instruction and general mental 
and moral training, the school is unsurpassed by any in the State. 
Improvements have been made to meet the increased demands 
upon the school. 

4. Shelbyville Male High School, under the control of Prof. J. 
W. Dodd, from its elevated character for solid learning and thor- 
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ough training, commands the attention and patronage of those 
who have sons to educate. 

In conclusion, your committee would earnestly impress the 
members of the Conference with the great importance of increased 
effort on their part of supporting the institutions of learning un- 
der our control. Every member of the Conference should regard 
himself as an agent for these institutions, recommending them in 
his. public administration and in his social intercourse with the 
people. 

1. Resolved^ That it he made the duty of each member of the 
Conference to preach at least once a year on the subject of educa- 
tion. 

2. Resolved^ That we recommend the appointment of the usual 
committees.

REPORT No. 1 OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE 

CHURCH. 

The Committee on the' State of the Church would report, that 
a number of memorials from .important charges, and letters from 
individual laymen of intelligence, piety^ and position, upon the 
relation of the Conference to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, have been submitted to them, and the subject-matter care- 
fully considered ; and they beg leave to present the following 
resolutions, as indicating the position of the Kentucky Annual 
Conference : 

1. That while this Conference is one of the Conferences consti- 
tuting the Church known under the name and style of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South;. and that while the churches and 
parsonages, and other church property under the control of this 
Conference, have been deeded for the use and benefit of the min- 
isters and members of the Kentucky Annual Conference, as a part 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and cannot lawfully be 
diverted to the uses of other parties; yet, for all practical pur- 
poses, this Conference, both in the administration of discipline 
and in the use of the said church property, is independent of every 
other Annual Conference, and subject only to the Discipline of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, which clearly and dis- 
tinctly recognizes the independence and sovereignty of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States and the authority of all the rightly 
constituted officers thereof. 

2. That although many ministers and members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in common with many ministers and 
members of other churches within the bounds of the so-called 
Confederate States, and elsewhere, have become disloyal to the 
Government of the United States, and privately or in their ecclesi- 
astical Conferences given aid and comfort to the authorities of the 
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said so-called Confederate States, the relation of this Conference 
to the Government of the United States remains unchanged. 
Neither the resolutions of other annual Conferences of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, the rulings of Bishops, nor the 
teachings of editors of church organs, have ahected, or can alfect, 
the position of this Conference. This could only be done by the 
law-making power of the church, which is the General Confer- 
ence, of which there has been no meeting since the commence- 
ment of the rebellion. 

3. That this Conference has ever been true to the Discipline, in 
its Article of Faith upon the subject of allegiance to the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and, consequently, true to the Govern- 
ment of the United States itself; and at its last annual session, in 
order that its position and spirit might not be misunderstood, did 
re-affirm this Article of Faith by formal resolution. 

4. That the action of this Conference in the administration of 
Discipline, since the commencement of the rebellion, has been in 
conformity to the law of the Church, as re-affirmed at the last 
session of the Conference, and members of the Conference who 
have violated their allegiance to the Government of the United 
States and participated in the rebellion, have been dealt with ac- 



cording to the law of the Church.

On the third day of the session, the Conference proceeded to an 
organization as a corporate body, under the authority and in 
pursuance of an act of the Legislature of Kentucky, approved 
December 23d, 1861. J. C. Harrison was elected President, D. Ste- 
venson Secretary, and J. G. Bruce Treasurer. W. C. Dandy, J. 







(t. Bruce, and S. L. Eobertson were appointed a committee to draw 
up by-laws for the government of the Conference, under the act 
of incorporation. 

preachers’ aid society. 

On the third day of the session, the Conference resolved itself 
into the Preachers’ Aid Society, and directed that the proceedings 
of the Society be made a part of the records of the Conference, 
the President and Secretary of the Conference being made the 
President and Secretary of the Society. W. C. Dandy, Treasurer 
of the Society, reported as follows: 

“The condition of the fund remains the same as last year, with 
the interest accruing. The Treasurer desires instruction from 
the Society as to the investment of the money now in his hands.” 
Whereupon, J. Gr. Bruce, J. C. Harrison, and W. C. Dandy were 
appointed to act as an investing committee. 

QUESTIONS OF LAW. 

First Question Submitted — “I was junior preacher on Carlisle 
Circuit. My allowed claim was $300. In my absence, the Presid- 
ing Elder decided that, if, at the close of the year, there was a 
surplus of receipts over his and the senior preacher’s claims, I 
should receive it — from which decision I appeal to the President 
of the Conference.” 

Answer by the President — “ The President is of opinion that a 
preacher serving on a circuit a part of a year is entitled to his 
pro rata with the other preachers, on the general estimates, in 
proportion to the time he served.” 

Second Question Submitted — “Can a preacher, who has been 
transferred from one appointment to another, receive quarterage 
from both the appointments for the same time?” 

Answer by the President — “ The President is of opinion that in 
such a case the preacher is entitled to receive quarterage from 
each charge in proportion to the time he served in each.” 

EPISCOPAL SUPPORT. 

Tbe Committee on Episcopal Support reported as follows : 
^^Eesolved, That the Kentucky Conference should raise six hun- 
dred dollars for Episcopal Support, to be equitably apportioned 
between Bishops vSoule and Kavanaugh, when their circumstances 
and resources shall have been ascertained.”
